Pathway From North To South

the United States. :

J. H. Dellinger of the United States 
bureau of standards, said in a joint 
article that during the northern win- 
ter and southern summer ‘radio sig- 
nals going north and south are 25 
times greater and 15 times less var- 
iable than broadcasts between the 
United States and Europe, 

They declined to comment on the 
economic and political value of this 
radio link. But others pointed out 
that it makes possible closer radio 
and telephone communication in the 


; Western hemisphere. 


The scientists said the phenome- 
non of a radio channel north and 
south instead of east and west is due 
to disturbances in the ionosphere— 
the reflecting layers of electrified air 
in the upper atmosphere’ which 
bounce radio signals back to the 
earth. 

Electrical storms occur constantly 
in the ionosphere and interfere with 
radio communications. They were 
attributed by Dr. Cosentino and Dr. 
Dellinger to influences of the mag- 
netic field of the earth near the north 
magnetic pole and the aurora 
borealis, the effects being more pro- 
nounced in high latitudes.
